That even 1n the Infancy of the Church, 
GOD divided them with a ſparing Hand. 


Were all even then Prophets? Were all 


Workers of Miracles? Had all the Gifts of 
Healing ? Did all ſpeak with Tongues No. 
In nowiſe. Perhaps not one in a Thouſand. 


Probably, none but the Teachers in the 
Church, and only ſome of them §. It was 


therefore for a more excellent Purpoſe 
than this, that they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghoſt.
